Thunderstorms In 


GAINESVILLE — Florida is & 
breeding ground for thunderstorms 
—dveraging more of them per day | 
then any other state in the nation. 

The highest number occur in the 
west-central part of the state — 
around the Tampa Bay area, says 
Keith Butson, state climatologist 
with Florida's Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations. 

‘This is largely due to moist 
winds sweeping in off the sur- 
rounding bodies of water,” he said. 

Most thunderstorms take- place 
during summer afternoons when 
the earth’s surface is warm. But- 
son explains that after the sun 
sets, chances for a storm are less 


1 


carry the air upwards. 

The weather expert says that 
as the sun heats up the earth dur- 
ing the early part of the day, hot 
moist air rises in columns to form | 
clouds. Thesé can often be seen’ at { 
50,000 fcet. The air is usually filled 
with moisture “drawn from either 
the Gulf of Mexico or the Atlan- 
tic.’ 

This rising moist air cools 
quickly,” Butson says, “and begins 
reaching the dew point. which 
humid air must reach before water 
vapor will turn to liquid.” 

A good example of this phenom- 
enon is the water beads or “sweat” 
appearing. qn. the side of your 
glass of ice tea. 

The small water droplets which 
result from the cooling action and 
similar to those seen in a fog form 
a cloud, 

If cooling contifiues the droplets 
grow in size falling as rain when 
they become too DEN, to remain 
suspended. 

Several things are happening in- 
side a cloud, according to Butson. 
Air is ascending in drafts and car- 
rying the water droplets still high- 
er into the sky. 

The dark clouds — or thunder- 
heads — sometimes réath as high 
as 50,000 feet. At this-height, the 
droplets “freeze” and occasional- 
ly fall to the ground ás hail. 

Lightning and thunder accomp- 
any all thunderstorms. 

Lightning is a “gigantic electri- 
cal spark” jumping between con- 
centrated areas of positive and 


thunder you hear is the “rapid ex- 
pansion” of air heated as a lightn- 
ing bolt cuts through the atmo- 
sphere. 

The weather`-specialist explains 
that the normal seasonal. life of 
Sommer thunderstorms will end ih 
about six weeks from now for most 
of the state but may linger into
